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The  purpose  of  this  brief  sl^etch  is  merely  to 
give  tlie  origin  of  ii.aiiy  of  our  present  institu- 
tions, tbc  time  wiicn  they  came  into  l)eing,  as 
well  as  the  time  of  some  of  tbe  most  important 
events  in  the  history  of  Haverliill  as  a  town  and 
city.  Space  forbids  tliat  we  attempt  more.  But 
in  putting  into  compact  lorm  the  history  of 
those  small  beginnings  whence  so  great  results 
have  flowed,  we  are  sure  we  meet  a  popular 
want.  All  details  must  be  avoided  in  .such  a 
slietch,  else  it  would  speedily  grow  beyond  all 
reasonable  limits.  Hence  we  have  confined  our- 
selves to  facts  and  figures  as  closely  as  possi- 
ble. 

Haverhill  was  first  settled  in  1640  by  the  fol- 
lowing men  from  Newbury :  William  White, 
Sanmei  Giie,  James  Davis,  Henry  Palmer,  John 
llobinson,  Christopher  Hussey,  John  Williams, 
Richard  Littlehale ;  and  by  these  from  Ipswich  : 
Alnaham  Tyler,  Daniel  Ladd,  Joseph  Merrie  and 
Job  Clement.  The  town  received  its  name  from 
the  town  of  Haverhill,  in  Essex  county,  Eng- 
'  and,  the  birthplace  of  Rev.  John  Ward,  who 
came  to  the  town  in  1641  as  its  first  minister. 
The  town  was  settled  in  s^ison  for  late  planting 
the  first  house  being  built  and  the  first  settlement 
made  near  the  old  Pentucket  cemetery.  The 
first  birth  was  John,  son  of  John  Robinson,  in 
1641,  who  lived  only  three  weelis. 

The  title  to  the  land  was  purchased  on  Novem- 
ber 15, 1642,  for  three  pounds  and  ten  shillings. 

The  Jirat  town  meeting,  of  which  record  is 
made,  was  held  in  1643,  although  such  meetings 
were  probably  held  before.  In  this  same  year, 
the  Massachusetts  colony  was  divided  into  Es- 
sex, Middlesex,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  counties, 
Haverhill  being  placed  in  Norfolk  county. 
Richard  Littlehale  was  chosen  first  clerk  of 
icrits  and  tow?i  recorder  during  this  year,  and 


held  the  office  until '  1664.  At  the  first  town 
meeting,  held  November  6,  the  Jirst  tote  passed 
was  to  prevent  the  unnecessnry  destruction  of 
timber.  On  February  27  of  this  year  Job  Cle- 
ment was  granted  land  at  mill  lirook,  on  which 
to  set  up  ihii  fist  tan-house  of  the  town.  The 
first  marriage  in  town  whs  on  December  25. 
1643,  the  parties  being  Job  Clement  and  Marga- 
ret Dummcr. 

The  town  was  incorporated  in  1645.  In  Octo- 
ber of  this  year  the  first  church  was  gathered 
and  Rev.  John  Ward  ordained  pastor.  This 
church  numbered  eigh*  males  and  six  females, 
and  was  the  twenty-sixth  established  in  the 
colony. 

In  October,  1646,  the  first  selectmen  were 
chosen :  Thomas  Hale,  Henry  Palmer,  Thomas 
Davis,  James  Davis  and  William  White. 

Job  Clement  was  iXic  first  constable  appointed, 
January  30,  1647. 

The^rs^  meeting  house  was  built  in  1648.  It 
was  26  feet  by  20,  one  story  high,  and  stood  mid 
way  between  the  north  and  south  bounds  of  the 
present  Pentucket  cemetery.  In  March  of  this 
year  Thomas  Hale  made  the  first  ferry,  a  little 
east  of  the  foot  of  Kent  street.  In  this  year,  Wa- 
ter street  was  made  the  first  highicay. 

In  1649  Robert  Clement  was  made  the  first 
deputy  to  the  General  Court  at  Boston.  On  Feb- 
ruary 18  of  this  year  Thomas  Hale  was  the  first 
constable  chosen.  The  first  tcatch-house  was 
built  this  year,  and  the  General  Court  also  or- 
dered the  town  to  provide  a  pound  and  stocks. 

The  first  orchards  were  set  out  in  1650,  north 
of  the  cemetery,  which  was  near  the  meeting- 
house. John  Holt  came  from  Ipswich  in  tliis 
year,  and  was  granted  clay  pits  in  the  West 
Parish  and  3-4  of  an  acre  of  land.  He  was  the 
first  brickmaker  mentioned. 
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iHiiac  Cousins  waH  tlio  /nt  hlaekimUh,  aii'l 
followed  his  trft<lc  us  early  as  1051. 

In  1653  the  town  made  certain  grants  to  John 
Webster  on  <'onilltion  that  ho  c8tal)IiHh  the  Jirni 
naw  mill,  which  he  prol)ably  did.  Mill  street 
was  laid  oiit  In  this  year. 

On  February  9.  Ki.'^l,  Stephen  Kent  was  Riven 
leave  to  place  a  weir  in  Little  Ilivor  to  catch  alc- 
wivcs,  and  this  In  the  ^/int  mention  of  JiKhirirn. 
Thoiniis  Dow  died  May  31,  this  year,  the  Jimt 
adult  to  die  in  town. 
The  /?/•,?<  Quaker  arrived  In  1655. 
In  1658  the  first  mlininintrator  was  appointed, 
Robert  Clement  on  the  estate  of  his  brother  John, 
who  was  lost  at  sea. 

The  first  dfi-d  was  given  by  Thomas  Sleeper 
and  wife,  October  11,  16oi),  to  William  White. 

The  first  burial  ground  mentioned.  Is  in  No- 
vember, 1660,  the  land  back  of  the  meeting- 
house. 

TUe  first  public  school  was  established  in  16G0, 
and  Thomas  Wasso  was  the  first  instructor  at  a 
salary  of  ten  pounds  annually  l)e8ldes  wliat  the 
parents  paid  him.  lie  kept  that  position  for  13 
years. 

The  first  captain  of  militia  mentioned  was 
William  White,  in  1662,  and  Daniel  Ladd  was 
first  lieutenant,  mentioned  at  the  same  time. 
William  Simmons  is  mentioned,  this  year,  as  the 
first  physician. 

In  1661,  the  first  pound  was  l)ullt,  near  the 
moetlng-house. 

The  first  moderator  recorded  was  John  John- 
son, at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1668. 

At  tlie  annual  meeting  in  1670  it  was  voted  to 
build  the  first  schoolhouse,  near  the  meeting- 
house. 

The  first  house  burned  ■was  that  of  Matthias 
Button,  in  1671,  which  stood  about  one  mile 
northeast  of  the  village. 

On  November  18, 1675,  Michael  Emerson  was 
appointed  the  fir  tt  viewer  and  sealer  of  leather. 

The  first  person  killed  by  the  Indians  was 
Ephraim  Kingsbury.  May  2,  1676. 

In  1680,  Haverhill  was  first  set  into  Essex 
county. 

The  first  written  ballots  were  used  to  elect 
town  officers  in  1682. 

Simon  Wainwright,  who  settled  in  town  iu 
1683,  became  the  first  merchant  or  trader. 

In  1685  the  town  meetings  were  first  called  by 
a  writ  of  the  selectmen. 

Small  pox  first  visited  the  town  in  1690,  when 
SIX  persons  died  of  it. 

Tha  first  assessors  were  chosen  July  30, 1644, 
and  were:  Capt.  Simon  Wainwright,  Ensign 
John  White  and  Cornet  Peter  Aycr. 


In  1695,  Lieut.  HAmuol  Aycr  wan  chown  first 
town  treasurer. 

On  March  l.'i,  1097,  occurred  one  of  the  most 
disahtrons  Indian  attacks  ever  niade  on  the  town . 
At  this  time  Mrs.  Hannah  Duston  \\i\n  taken  cap- 
tive, sub8e(juciitly  escaping,  in  coniiiany  with 
two  others,  by  killing  ten  of  her  twelve  captors. 

The  first  clerk  of  the  market  mentioned  was 
Thomas  Katon,  in  1698. 

In  1706  John  \V  hite  built  the  first  fulling  mill 
on  Mill  briKik. 

On  the  29tli  of  August,  1708,  occurred  the  mas- 
sacre by  the  Indiins  when  Rev.  Benjamin  Rolfe 
was  slain.  On  July  1  Jth  of  the  same  year  ap- 
pears the  record  of  the  first  church  meeting. 

In  1714,  at  the  annual  meeting,  the  first  negro 
pew  was  ordered  Imilt  in  the  church.  In  the 
same  year  is  the  first  allusion  to  the  stocks,  in  a 
1)111  for  iron. 

The  first  deacon  spoken  of  was  John  Ilaseltlnc 
in  1717. 

In  June  20,  1721,  Capt.  Ebene/.er  Eastman  N 
spoken  of  as  the  first  man  to  get  his  living  by 
trading  on  the  sea  f)r  by  commerce. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  1722  it  was  first  pro- 
posed that  the  highways  be  mendedhy  a  rate  tax 
l)ut  this  was  rejected. 

In  1725  Ebcnezer  Eastman  was  the  first  to  go 
with  cattle  and  cart  from  Haverhill  to  Penna- 
cook,  now  Concoi-d,  N.  II. 

On  Septemlx-r  10  and  17, 1727,  there  was  a 
great  tempest,  and  on  October  29  of  the  same 
year  there  was  an  earthquake  that  threw  down 
chimnies,  opened  the  ground  in  seams  a  foot 
wide  or  more,  threw  up  great  quantities  of  white 
sand  in  the  river,  and  Ia8t<'d  for  a  week. 

On  June  18,  1733,  the  town  voted  encourage- 
ment to  Henery  Springer  as  the  first  ship-builder. 

Ii\  1733  appeared  for  the  first  time  the  scourge 
of  caterjnllars,  that  did  greatdamage  to  the  trees. 
In  the  same  year  the  North  Parish  cemetery  was 
first  laid  out. 

In  March,  1735,  It  was  first  voted  to  repair  the 
highways  by  a  rate,  and  four  shillings  per  day 
was  the  price  granted  for  men  and  two  shillings 
per  day  for  a  yoke  of  oxen. 

In  November,  1736,  there  were  199  deaths 
from  a  throat  distemper. 

Aiwut  November  6,  1738,  James  McHard 
built  the  first  rum  distillery. 

On  Novemlwr  22,  1740,  there  was  such  a 
storm  that  the  Merrimack  rose  15  feet  and  floated 
off  many  houses,  but  before  January  1,  the 
river  was  frozen  so  solid  that  loaded  teams  went 
over  it  to  Newburyport. 
I     In  1741,  the  new  line  was  run  by  which  one 
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third  rif  till- tcvvii  wan  M'tiiirto  Nrw  Hiuiipslilri' 
mill  Mi'tliiM'ii. 

Ill  1740  there  wns  ii  si-rprr  ilniiiff/if,  so  thiit  not 
more  than  uiiu  tenth  a  usual  crop  of  hny  whh 
flit,  ami  hay  wac  Imported  (Voiii  IViiuHylvaula 
mill  Kn^'laiiiJ. 

In  17115  there  was  excessive  heat  and  (lroiij,'lit 
mid  on  Novenilier  18  a  severe  earlhi|iiake 
shook. 

Til  17.')0  Samuel  Hlod^rett  eroetcd  tlic/r.«</>o< 
aiirl /iffif/  anil  worhs,  on  Mill  hrook. 

In  1705  Hev.  Ilczekiah  Smith  organized  tlin 
firiit  liii/itint  r/iiirc/i,  or  "Separatists,"  whieh 
numliered  100  meinliers  in  tiiree  years. 

On  September  1,  1780,  tlic  town  voted  for  the 
Jirst  (/oreriior  ximU'V  the  new  eonstifutlon.  The 
seleetinen  presided  and  .John  Ilaneock  received 
47  Votes  to  41  for  .Tames  Howdolii.  It  is  worthy 
of  note  that  ITaverhill  w.vs  only  one  man 
detieient  in  all  the  drafts  made  upon  It  during 
the  Ilcvoliition. 

Til  17'!7  the  Jirst  powder  house  was  liullt,  loca- 
tion unknown. 

f)n  I''eltruary  22, 17r)8  tlwfr.sf./rc  rhih  was  or- 
f;ani/.ed,  and  Cornelius  Mansise,  Enoch  Bart- 
lelt,  Hamiiel  White  and  Isaac  Osf?ood  were 
cliosen  tirst  tire  wardens.  The  club  had  25 
members. 

In  17fi9,  the  first  salt  works  were  erected  on 
Mill  brook  liy  James  Hudson,  but  they  were 
discontinued. 

In  1771  the  ireiyhers  of  li read  wore  chosen, 
Nathaniel  Walker  and  William  Greenlcaf. 

On  Auirust  1,  1773,  there  was  another  (7>'m< 
tornado,  l.")0  buildings  fell,  the  Merrimack  river 
rolled  up  its  banks  threatening  to  swallow  the 
atl'rlghted  inhabitants,  and  the  air  was  full  of 
Hying  limlis  of  trees,  pieces  of  timber,  etc. 

On  November  14, 1785,  there  was  an  article  in 
the  warrant  for  the  town  meeting  "to  see  if  it  be 
the  minds  of  the  town  to  have  a  bardi  of  paper 
emitted  if  it  may  be  done  upon  a  solid  founda- 
tion." This  was  a  step  toward  thc/rst  bank, 
but  it  was  negatived. 

In  the  March  meeting  of  1787  the  officers  took 
the  onth  of  office  for  the  first  time. 

In  1789  the  flrst  school  committee  was  chosen, 
consisting  of  the  settled  clergymen  and  select- 
men :  Isaac  Osgood,  Nathaniel  P.  Sargeant,  John 
White,  Captain  Francis  Wliite  and  Capt.  Samuel 
Merrill. 

On  Wednesday,  November  4,  1789,  at  half- 
past  two,  in  the  afternoon,  Washington  entered 
the  town  on  his  trip  through  New  England,  and 
stopped  at  Harrod's  tavern,  which  was  on  the 
present  town  hall  lot.  He  met  the  prominent 
citizens,  visited  the  duck  factory  on  Kent  street, 


walked  up  Merrimack  (Street  to  W'lishinyton 
si/iiiin-  and  Washini/ton  ri^/vc^,  so  named  in  honor 
of  his  visit.  Of  the  town,  he  said;  "llavcrlilll 
Is  the  pleasantest  vhlage  I  have  passed  through.' 

Tlie  first  staijv  tVom  Haverhill  to  Uoston  was 
put  on  by  a  Mr.  Oage  alioiit  1790.  It  was  a 
two-horse  velilcle,  and  ran  only  when  he  hail 
custom. 

Ill  1791  .Samuel  nUalgett  was  chosen  an  extra 
reprcivntatirc,  provided  it  make  no  extra  ex- 
pense to  tlie  town,  lie  served  his  term,  and  co- 
vered all  his  pay  into  the  town  treasurv. 

In  1792  the  town  was  divided  into  tlw  first 
/lii/hirai/  districts,  of  which  19  were  made. 

On  September  6,  179;i,  tUcJirst  newsfjujjer  wuiJ 
published  by  E.  I,add  &  S.  Bragg.  It  was 
styled  "(Juardian  of  Eieedom,"  and  was  edited 
by  Benjamin  Edes,  jr.  It  was  Federal  in  poli- 
tics. 

'I'Uc/rst  Haverhill  bridge  was  built  in  the  tall 
of  1798.  It  had  three  arches  of  180  feet  each, 
anil  three  piers  40  feet  sijuare. 

The  first  written  school  report  was  made  in 
1798  liy  Ilev.  Hezekiah  Smith,  chairman  of  the 
committee  of  the  First  district. 

On  I-'ebruary  22,  1800,  the  people  met  in  the 
old  meeting  house  oii  the  common,  and  Uev. 
Ablel  Abbott  delivered  a  eulogy  on  Oeorge 
Washington,  who  had  died  in  the  December 
preceding. 

Tlie  first  mention  of  an  aqueduct  h  mntXa  in 
1798,  when  the  town's  representative,  Nathaniel 
Marsli,  was  ordered  to  ojipose  the  petition  of  a 
Mr.  Osgood  for  leave  to  take  water  from  Hound 
pond  for  aqueduct  purposes.  But  in  1801  the 
first  aqueduct  compani/  was  organized.  The 
water  was  first  taken  In  wooden  pipes.  The  i)e- 
tltioners  for  leave  to  form  tlie  company  to  take 
water  from  lioiind  pond,  were:  Benjamin  Wil- 
lis, jr.,  Nathaniel  Ayer,  Samuel  Walker,  Jona- 
than Souther  and  Jesse  Harding.  In  T801  the 
assessors  were  ciiosen  as  a  separate  board  for  the 
first  time.  In  this  year  also  the  first  fish  war- 
dens were  chosen. 

In  1802  appears  the  first  list  of  voters  and 
jurymen.  In  this  year  occurred  the  first  Fourth 
of  July  celebration,  at  Lieut.  Bradley's  tavern. 
The  first  lodge  of  Free  Masons  was  founded  in 
1802. 

The  first  hay  scales  were  built  in  1803,  on  the 
north  side  of  Winter  street,  opposite  Pleasant, 
and  the  fee  was  1  1-4  cents  per  100  pounds. 

In  1804  occurred  the  first  public  celebration  of 
the  Fourth  of  July.  There  was  a  militia  par- 
ade, a  grand  dinner  at  Harrod's  tavern,  speeches, 
etc.  In  this  year  Ezeklel  Hall  established  the 
first  cotton  yarn  factory,  which  was  also  one  of 
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the  flfht  In  till'  CTHJiitry.  In  OctolMTof  HiU  year, 
t'lUwycr  h  CroMH  HrNt  Iwftnii  th*;  iniuiiiractiiro  of 
cut  naih.  In  I)etx)nit)or  1H04  tho  Jt  ml  bi/ laici 
were  ndoptrd. 

The  Hnvcrhill  Llfiht  Infiiiitry  wbh  orf^anized 
May  20,  IHIO,  and  Jukho  llardliif<  wa«  Uh  (Intt 
cnp'aln.  In  AiiKunt  1808,  Momo  &  Fox  pnt  on 
the  Hnt  utaqe  Itctwcon  ilavorhill  and  Halcin 
iiiakini;  two  trips  per  week.  "Vhcflrst  ironalovea 
were  intriMluceJ  al<oiit  1810. 

The  /Iritt  musical  societi/  wsh  organized  in 
April  1812,  with  J.  Hovey  as  §ccretary.  It  was 
calleil  the  "Haverhill  Mnslcal  Society,"  and  its 
ol)jeet  was  "to  Improve  In  sacred  music."  Fol- 
lowim;  the  Hrst  iniiHical  society  came  tho  Jimt 
ningituj  school,  in  I)cceinl>or,  1812,  taught  l)y 
Samuel  and  William  Ayer  In  the  old  First  par- 
ish school  house.  The  war  of  1812  was  heartily 
sustained  liy  the  town,  and  the  commencement 
of  peace  appropriately  celebrated  February  22, 
18in. 

In  181&  tho  first  brick  block,  the  Rannister 
block,  was  built.  On  September  23  of  this  yea*" 
occurred  the  famous  "  September  ijale,"  when^ 
suit  spray  from  the  ocean  covered  the  cast  side 
of  tho  houses  with  a  heavy  encrustation. 

In  the  spring  of  1818  there  was  a  great  freshet, 
when  the  river  rose  21  feet  above  high  water 
nmrk  and  did  great  damage.  In  March  of  this 
year,  the  Ilaverhlil  &  Boston  Stage  Company 
was  organized,  with  a  capital  of  i^4200,  and  went 
into  immediate  operation. 

In  1820  {\w  poor  farm  was  purchased. 

In  1825  Lydia  and  At)ignil  Marsh  gave  one- 
liulf  an  acre  of  land  on  Winter  street  for  the 
founding  of  an  academy. 

In  1^21  tha  first  general  school  committee  was 
chosen. 

In  1828  thefirst  total  abstinence  society  was 
formed,  Fel)ruary  5,  and  was  called  the  "society 
for  the  promotion  of  temperance  in  Haverliill 
and  vicinity."    During  tlii(<  same  year  the  first 


stenmhoal,  the  "MvnUiuwh,"  diptaln  Willi  im 
llaxeltiiie,  wa^<  put  on  the  rivor,  running  Ite- 
tween  Haverliill  and  Newbiiryport. 

On  February  2.^,  18:U,  the  first  lyceitm  wan 
formed,  with  James  H.  Duticatipresldent, JaincH 
dale  recording  secretary,  and  I^auc  U.  How 
corresponding  secretary . 

In  18.12,  I).  L.  Alirick  prepared  the  first  town 
history,  a  iHiok  of  227  pages,  which  was  sold  for 
Olio  dollar  each. 

Tho  first  railroad  meeting  waa  held  at  the 
Fiagic  house,  January  7,  18.'M),  when  James  H. 
Duncan  was  chairman  and  AltVed  Kiltredge 
secretary.  Octolier  20,  1837,  tho  Uostoii  and 
Maine  roud  was  formally  opened  to  Bradford 
with  great  rejoicing. 

Tho  first  anti-slarery  society  was  formed 
Ajirll  3,  1K34,  witli  Hon.  Oilman  Parker  as  presi- 
dent, A.  W.  Thayer  as  recording  secretary  a  id 
John  O.  Whittier  as  corresponding  secretary. 

On  November  19,  1838,  Moses  E.  Emerson  be- 
gan the  Boston  Express  business. 

Tho  first  high  school  was  established  In  1841. 
In  this  year  the  tlrenicn  were^r»<  paid  for  their 
services,  at  the  Stage  street  fire. 

On  September  4,  184.'),  Mutual  Relief  lodge  of 
Odd  Fellows  was  organized,  the  first  lodge  of 
that  society  in  town. 

Linwood  cemetery  was  dedicated  April  21, 
1846. 

In  Octolier,  1847,  tlie  Fraternity  ot  Shcnstones, 
the  first  rillage  improrement  society,  was  or- 
ganized, with  Isaac  Ames  as  president  and 
Tliomas  M.  Hayes  secretary  and  treasurer.  This 
society  did  much  toward  beautifying  the  village. 

In  1853  the  first  gas  company  was  formed. 

Tnc  first  town  high  school  was  regularly  es- 
tablished in  the  Academy  building. 

In  1858  Merrimack  and  Water  street  were 
paved  for  the  first  time. 

In  1860  occurred  the^rs<  strike,  but  it  waa  a 
complete  failure.

The  nty  records  hIiow  the  following 
facts,  DOW  puhllHhcd  collectively  for  the 
llrst  time,  conccrninK  the  voliintecrH  from 
this  city  durliitf  the  late  war  of  the  itebel- 
lioti.  The  rank  of  each  person  Is  uivon,  It 
belnjj  understood  that,  unless  otherwise 
tieslKuatcd,  all  are  privates.  Those  who 
were  killed  are  marked  "k.,"  died  in  ser- 
vice, "d.,"  deserted,  "des.";  all  others,  in- 
ciu<iinK  those  wounded,  marked  "w,"  are 
understood  to  have  i)een  honorably  dis- 
charged. The  rank  held  is  indicated  by 
the  usual  abbreviations.  The  list,  how- 
<fver,  will  probably  be  Increased  a  little,  as 
new  nam(;s  occasionally  come  to  li^lit  as 
bciufr  entitled  to  a  place  upon  tliis  roll. 
Although  this  record  is  Incomplete,  yet  it 
•will  be  worth  a  jjfreat  deal  to  those  who 
served  In  the  army  or  tiie  navy,  for  it  gives 
them  as  complete  u  history  as  possil)le,  in 
so  brief  space,  of  those  who  fouglit  with 
tliem  against  treason  and  rebellion :

The  Presentation  to  the  City  of  the   Monument  in 
Memory  of  her  Bravery  and  Fortitude. 


TIh;  nHiiic  of  llaiHuili  Diiston  is  one  ttiiniliar 
to  all  citlv.cns  orilavcrliill.  Nearly  two  centu- 
ilcs  ago  she  iK?ifbnned  tk-wls  of  valor,  litroism 
ami  onUiiraiiw  that  liave  made  licr  iiaini^  liis- 
(oric.  Alreaiiy  In?;  a  niominu'iit  to  licr  mi'iiiory 
itccu  erected  on  the  Coiitooi'ook  Island  in  New 
Hampshire,  wlierejoiiis  the  Merrlmaek  and  Con- 
<uocnok  river,  on  whicli  she  slew  her  savage 
<'ai)tors  an«.l  wlienec  .she  made  her  cscaiie.  This 
monument  was  ereeted  throiigli  the  generosity 
of  himdretls;  Imt  it  remaine<J  for  a  jniolic  spirited 
-ind  liljernl  citizen  of  Haverhill,  Hon.  E.  J.  M. 
Hale,  to  bestow  upon  Hannah  Dtistuu's  native 
place,  au  well  a.s  his  own,  a  suitable  monument 
to  her  memory.  The  city  is,  indeed,  greatly 
indebted  to  Mr.  Hale  for  his  gift,  the  purpose  of 
which  is  most  clearly  and  admirably  set  fwrth 
ill  his  letter  of  presentation. 

'I'he  gift  was  mad'j  to  the  city  through  the 
mayor  and  city  council,  who  were  assemliled  for 
that  jmi'ijosc.

It  has  over  been  a  characteristic  of  the  human 
mind  and  heart,  in  nil  rgcs  and  in  all  times,  to 
do  honor  to  acts  of  high  .lanng  and  bravery. 

The  early  history  of  Haverhill,  which  for  sev- 
^;nty  years  was  a  frontier  town,  tells  us  of  many 
cases  of  savage  cruelty,  perpetrated  by  the  In- 
dians upon  its  first  settlers,  and  the  sufTerings 
and  hardships  endured  by  our  ancestors. 

Connected  with  those  early  times  the  name  of 
llaiiuah  Uuston  will  ever  stand  prominent  in  the 
annals  of  tlie  early  history  of  Haverhill,  her  na- 
tive place,  for  her  bold  and  daring  act  i:i  the 
slaying  of  her  murderous  captors  at  Contoocook 
Island  and  her  escape,  an  aet  unsurpassed   for 
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inti-epiility  and  heroism  in  any  age  of  tlK*  world. 

And  we  deem  it  enduently  litting  to  erect  this 
monument  to  the  memoiy  of  her  name  andt^liar' 
acter  upon  this  spot,  set  ajwrt  as  a  pniilic  park 
by  our  forefathers  in  tiie  carJy  history  of  the 
town. 

This  monument  is  ercetetl  in  honor  of  Ilanuali 
Diiston,  and  |)resented  to  my  native  town  in  or- 
der to  keep  alive  and  to  perpetuate  In  the  minds 
of  all  hei"e,  and  of  all  those  who  siiall  come  af 
terns,  the  rememliran<'c  of  lier  courage  anil  nn 
daunted  valor,  and  the  patient  endurance  and 
fortitude  of  our  ancestors,  and  to  animate  our 
hearts  with  noble  ideas  and  jwtriotic  feelings.

The  tliiinlics  of  Haverhill  date  \vxvk  afiont  as 
far  as  any  in  the  state,  am!  ii  detailed  liistorv  of 
iheJr  existence  would  l)e  extremely  iiitereHtinij. 
Itiit  ill  our  limited  space  we  can  only  pive  the 
niore  in'omineiit  facts,  tatieii  from  the  records  of 
each  sodety,  Urielly  as  follows,  giving  them  \\\ 
ill  tlie  order  of  their  estaltlislimeiit ; 

iniST  PARI  H  (UNITAUIAN)  CIlUliCM. 
The  I'irst  Piirisli  churcli  was  or;{i»nized  Kii.'). 
It  consisted  of  eiftlit  men  and  six  women.  The 
first  nicctin;;  house  stood  on  the  Mill  ]j0t,  the 
'lie  jfrounii  now  occupied  l»y  the  cemetery.  In 
l(!!)9  a  new  chnrcli  was  linilt  on  the  {.'round  now 
known  as  City  jwrk.  Tlie  first  bell  ever  heard 
Ml  Haverhill  was  hung  on  this  church  in  1748. 
Ill  1770  a  third  new  church  was  built  on  the 
Common,  near  the  old  liou!»e.  In  lK,'i7  a  new 
eliiirch  was  built  on  the  lot  where  the  present  one 
Rtands.  In  1847  the  church  was  burnt  and  ilic 
present  building  was  then  erected.  The  First 
Parish  chureli,like  other  Congregational  church- 
es in  early  days,  managed  Its  financial  aflairs  in 
town  or  purisli  meetings,  and  was  Orthodox  in 
its  faith.  Hut  a  majority  of  the  voters  in  the 
parish  meeting,  in  1H32,  voted  to  dissolve  the 
connection  i>ctween  its  pastor  and  the  parisL,and 
inany  of  the  members  withdrew,  and  in  the  suc- 
ceeding year  formed  what  is  now  iinown  as  tlie 
"Centre  Congregational  cluircli.

THK  KUl.S'I"  nAI'lTST  CHUilCH. 

On  the  flth  of  May,  17ef)  Rev.  Hezekinh  Smitli. 
D.  I).,  a  f;radiiafe  of  Princeton  college,  and 
twenty-three  others,  organized  themselves  as 
"The  First  Haptist  C'ongregational  Church  in 
this  section  of  New  Kngland."  Their  nninber 
greatly  increased,  and  Mr.  Smith  was  obliged  to 
preach  in  the  open  air  for  awhile.  During  the 
sea.^on  a  meeting  house  was  built.  This  church 
originated  ilia  revival  movement  wiiich  began 
in  1701.  The  popnlatioii  of  the  pnrlsh  was  then 
abont  1"00.  The  result  of  Mr.  .Smith's  laUa 
was  a  call  from  several  prominent  ■.■itizens  of 
"Haverhill  Town." 

The  first  meeting  house  was  built  without  a 
steeple.  In  17fli>  the  house  was  reiiaired  and  a 
a  steeple  added.  In  February  I7!W  tne  soeiet.v 
was  iiicori)orated  under  the  mime  of  "The  First 
Baptist  Society  of  Haverhill,"  and  the  first  so- 
ciety meeting  was  railed  by  Samuel  White, 
justice.

The  Second  Chiucli  in  Haverhill  llien  eon- 
neeted  with  the  "Second  I'reeinct"  was  organized 
on  the  IMi  day  of  Noveml)er,  IT^iO,  an<l  consisted 
of  sixty  nieniliers  who  weiv  dismissed  froni  the 
Firsi  Cliiireh  for  the  ptnposc  of  organi/ing  the 
new  eliurcii.  and  on  the  'id  of  Decern  her,  1730. 
IJev.  James  dishing  was  ordained  pastor  of  the 
church. 

The  Congregivtional  Chnrcli  in  Atkinson  was 
afterward  orgnni/ed,  and  Oct.  2.'ith,  177'i,tliirtccn 
lucmliers  were  dismissed  to  unite  with  the 
Atkinson  church.

It  cousiste''  of  twenty  eight 
members,  ten  men  and  eighteen  women.  A  neat 
church  was  erected,  and  dedicated  February  22, 
1S23.  It  was  remodeled,  and  rededicated  with 
approjiria'e  servicH's,  November  .2,  18r)6.  Its 
semi  centennial  was  celebrated  in  1872.  It  has 
no  settled  pastor  at  present,  (March,  1880.)

EAST    CONGREGATIONAL    CHURCH. 
1744. 

This  church  was  organized  Xovend)cr28, 1744. 
The  records  being  lost  and  the  church  reduced 
in  numbers,  a  council  was  called  January  11, 
1797,  and  the  church  reorganised.  The  i)arish 
originally  embraced  all  the  the  territory  from 
the  plank  sidewalk  to  Rocks  Village.  In  1822 
the  Second  Baptist  church  was  organized  at 
Rocks  Village,  and  owupicd  about  half  tlie  ter- 
ritory which  formerly  belonged  to  this  society, 
leaving  the  meeting  house,  which,  when  built, 
was  In  the  center  on  the  extreme  cast  side.  Be- 
ing thus  crowded  to  the  wall  on  the  east  it  be- 
came necessary  to  make  a  westward  movement, 
and  a  chapel  has  just  been  erected  at  Ttlton's 
corner,  where  there  will  lie  a  regular  preaching 
service  every  Sunday  alUcrnoon.  Tlie  original 
number  of  luembcrs  was  33;  present  member- 
ship 32.

1874. 

Tlie  eorner  stone  of  this  ilmrcli  was  laid  on 
the  "i'tii  of  Deeenilier,  1871,  and  tlie  churcli  was 
consecrated  Octolicr  21st  187*").  It  was  creeled  by 
the  Hector,  the  Kev.  Charles  AVinwle,  in  loving 
uieinory  of  Ills  father,  the  late  lion.  Moses  Win- 
gate.  Tito  proi)i'rty  is  conveyed  to  the  "Trus- 
tees of  Donations,"  to  beheld  forever  for  a  Free 
church.  The  sittings  are  all  free,  and  there  are 
1)0  taxes  or  pledges.  The  incidental  expenses 
are  met  by  the  free-will  oti'erings  of  the  wor- 
shippers, placed  upon  the  altar  on  each  Lord's 
day,  the  choir  and  congregation  chanting  "All 
things  conic  of  Thee  O  Lord,  and  of  Thine  own 
have  we  given  untoThee."Tlie  Holy  Coniiniinion 
is  celebrated  on  all  .Sundays,  and  other  Holy 
Days;  and,  during  tlie  penitential  season  of 
Lent  and  Advent,  the  church  is  open  for  daily 
services.  Since  tlie  opening  ef  the  church  tlie 
.sacrament  of  baptism  has  been  administered 
ninety-live  times;  forty -eight  persons  liave  been 
)iresented  to  the  Wshop  for  contirination  :  twen- 
ty-nine marriages  have  been  solemnized,  and 
"earth  to  earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust" 
lias  been  said  over  the  remains  of  forty  three 
persons.  There  are  sixty-nine  eommnnicaiits, 
and  about  seventy  families  arc  connected  with 
the  church.  Mr.  Clarence  1^.  Kelly  is  the  su- 
perintendent of  the  Sunday  school,  and  also  tlie 
lay  reader  appointed  by  the  Disliop.  William 
E.  Merrill  is  the  organist. 

(3UACE  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 
1870. 

This  was  an  outgrowth  of  the  Wesley 
Methodist  Episcopal  church.  The  limited 
church  accommodations  of  the  latter  society  led 
to  the  formation  of  a  new  society  and  the  erec- 
tion of  another  edifice  for  worship,  Tlie  first 
steps  toward  the  new  organization  were  tal^eii  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year  1870.    On  February

Uy  March  .'ilst,  1870,  the  membership  of 
the  new  society  iiiimberod  seventy-four,  al!  of 
whom  had  been  received  by  letter  from  the  first 
church.  April  11,  1870,  Hev.  L.  D.  Barrows,  1). 
D.,  was  a|)pobitcd    tlie   first   pastor.    Augusts, 

1870,  the  (irst  ex(inntion  was  made  on  the  land 
piirchasetl  some  years  previously  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  thereon  a  new  church.  The  corner 
stone  was  laid  Seiitember  '2'M,  1870,  and  .Tniio 
4th,  1870,  the  vestries  were  dedicated  to  the  ser- 
vice of  (Jod.  The  complete  structure  was  dedi- 
cated September  21,  1871.  November  19,1871, 
Dr.  Harrows  was  compelled  by  failing  health  to 
resign  his  charge  and  the  conference  year  was 
filled  out  by  .••upplies  i'rom  the  Theological 
school    of  the    Boston     University.

1830. 

Tliib  church,  oilginully  culled  the  Tliiril  Buj)- 
tist  Oil iirch, owes  its  existence  to  the  Inixe  increaisc 
in  the  nieinhers  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
this  city  consequent  upon  ti.e  (?rciU  awakenin>< 
ofl8{)7-8.  A  colony  of  .")8  ineiiiliers  oftheFiist 
Church  WHS  dismissed  to  form  tliis  body.  The 
first  public  meeting  was  lield  i!i  December, 
1858,  and  the  l)ody  was  formally  organized  by 
an  ecclcsiasticnl  council,  February  3d,  1851). 

For  the  first  five  years  services  were  held  in 
the  Town  Hall  and  in  Music  Hall.  The  meet- 
ing-house on  I'ortland  street  was  dedicated  March 
31,  1864,  and  rededicated  after  extensive  im- 
provement, October  31,  1871.

THE  NORTH  CHURCH. 

1859. 

The  North  Church  society  was  first  formed 
March  1,  1859,  and  on  the  19th  of  the  same 
month  it  was  decided  to  take  measures  to  form 
a  new  church  to  be  connected  witli  oaid  society. 

This  church  was  formed  at  the  house  of  Moses 
Hov  on  tlie  20th  of  the  same  month, by  a  council 
convened  for  tliat  purpose,  with  29  male  and  .iS 
female  members  di.'  missed   and   recommended 
from  the  Center  Church  and  one  male  and  one 
female  from  the  Bradford  Church.    In  the  after- 
noon of  the  same  day  a  public  ncrvice  was  held, 
Professor  Phelps  of  Andover  seminary  preach- 
ing the  sermon ;  and  the  new  North  Churcli  was 
duly  constituted  and  received  into  the  fellowship 
of  the  churches.    On  April  4th,  Rev.  B.  F.  Hos- 
ford  was  unanimously  invited  to  become  pastor 
but  declined  on  the   30th.      April   8th,    Luther 
Johnson  was  chosen  treasurer;  and  on  the  10th 
of  July  the  first  infant  l)aptism  was  administered 
in  the  new  church.      July    14th,  Rev.    A.    H. 
Quint  of  Jamaica  Plain  was  unanimously  inrited 
to  the  pastorate,  but  declined  October  18.     July 
20th  the  corner  stone  of  a  new  church  edifice  was 
laid,  and  on  February  15,  1860,  the  church,  cost- 


ing ^30,000,  iTicluding  orpan,  furniture,  etc.,  was 
dedicated.  The  building  coinniirr  ■  were  Messrs. 
Moses  How,  James  II.  Carleton,  Abel  Chase, 
Ellas  T.  Ingalls,  John  P.  Ilnndall,  David  FItts, 
Franklin  Brickett  and  Willliim  M.  Chase.  On 
August  «th,  1860,  Rev.  R.  H.  Seeley,  the  t1r>t 
and  only  pastor  tlius  far,  was  installed. 

Connected  with  tlie  church  is  a  very  large  and 
flourishing  Sunday  school;  a  Ladies  Sewing 
society  formed  April  5,  1859;  the  Industrial 
society,  formed  in  1868;  the  Pentucket  Mission 
band,  formed  in  1875  ;un(l  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary society,  formed  in  1872.

FIRST  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 
1851. 
Prior  to  the  year  1833,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Pickering,  Broadhead,  Peaslee  and  other  Meth- 
odist clergymen  preached  occasionally  in  a 
Union  church  at  West  Parish,  but  we  learn  of 
no  attempts  to  organize  a  society  until  the 
aljove  date  ,whcn  three  gentlemen  :  Paul  Chase, 
Moses  M.  Chase  and  a  Mr.  Southgate,  united 
in  a  class  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robbins  of  Salem, 
N.  H..  preached  in  the  afternoon  of  alternate 
Sundavs  during  the  summer,  in  Academy  hall. 
Messrs.  Paul  Chase  aud  Southgate  moving 
from  town,  caused  the  effort  to  organize  a  so- 
.-iety  to  cease  and  there  was  nothing  done, 
until  1836  when  O.  S.  Boynton,  J.  S,  George, 
W.  W.  Chase,  Rachel  Oilman  and  Caroline 
Churchill,  united  m  a  class  and  were  supplied 
with  preaching  for  one  year,  by  various  clergy- 
man from  abroad. 

In  the  spring  of  1837, the  Rev.  Samuel  Norris 
was  sent  from  Conference  as  pastor,  who  re- 
mained about  six  months.  In  1838  the  Rev. 
James  McKane  served  as  pa«tor,  in  1839  Rev. 
Joseph  Bradbury,  and  in  1840  Rev.  Mr.  Brews- 
ter. 

In  1841  Mr.  Brewster  was  returned,  but 
becoming  interested  in  the  anti-slavery  question 
remained  only  half  of  the  year  and  the  Rev.  L. 
C.  Mattack  finished  the  year.  In  1842  the  Rev. 
G.  Otis  Smith  was  appointed  as  pastor  of  the 
change,  but  becoming  an  Adventist,  afler  a 
brief  pastorate,  the  charge  was    supplied      the 
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remnlndcr  of  the  year  hy  the  Kev.  Franklin 
Furher.  In  IHW  Uev.  Kbcnezcr  I).  Trickey 
served  as  puitfor.  In  1844  Kev.  liOrenzo  D. 
Blodgett  woH  sent  as  pastor,  htit  served  only  a 
short  time  and  the  Uev.  Ezeklel  Adams  rtiiish- 
I'd  tlie  year.  In  1845  the  Uev.  O.  H.  Chase 
was  sent  as  pa»)tor  hut  remained  only  a  few 
months,  when  the  society  was  left;  without  re- 
ligious services,  which  continued  for  over  six 
years.  The  society  dislianded  and  tdose  who 
were  so  disposed  united  with  the  church  in 
Salem,  N.  H. 

In  I80O  Moses  W.  Chase  made  a  persistent 
etfort  to  again  organize  a  Methodist  church, and 
In  the  evening  of  tlic  14th  day  of  August  u 
class  meeting  was  held  ut  the  house  of  Mr. 
Fitts.  The  persons  present  were  Joseph  Fitts 
and  wife,  James  Kiley,  Moses  M.  Chase  and  a 
a  Mr.  Ainsworth.  Soon  after  another  meeting 
was  held  at  the  house  of  James  Riley  on  Cottage 
street.  There  were  thirteen  person  at  this 
meeting.  Thus  these  class  meetings  continued 
to  increase  in  numliersand  interest,and  Sabbath 
pvening  prayer  meetings  were  opened  and  car- 
ried on  successfully. 

The  present  society  was  organized  February 
14,  1851.  The  Uev.  Mr.  Cass  of  Salem,  N.  H.. 
preached  the  sermon.  The  ser  >'ices  were  held 
in  Athcnicum  hall  on  Main  street,  and  were 
continued  Ijy  supplies  until  Conference  in  the 
spring  of  1852  from  the  Concord  Biblical  Insti- 
tute.

During  this  period  meetings  have  been  held 
In  Academy  hall  six  years ;  Union  hall  one 
year ;  one  year  and  a  half  in  Athenteum  hall ; 
one  year  and  a  half  m  the  Town  hall ;  and 
twenty-six  years  In  the  present  edifice  on 
Winter  street,  which  was  built  in    1834   at   an 


expense  of  jJ12,()00.  It  has  been  twice  repaired, 
the  first  time  in  1870  at  an  expense  of  ijl.'iOOO.and 
in  1H7!)  at  an  expense  of  Ijl'i-TO. 

In  March  1870  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  E. 
A.  Smith,  there  occuted  a  division  of  the 
society  when  alwut  80  menil)erH  withdrew  and 
organized  what  is  now  Grace  churcli ;  and 
about200  members  remaining  organized  under 
the  title  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal 
church.

WINTER  STREET  FREEWILL   BAPTIST 
CHURCH, 

1858. 

This  society  orginated  in  1858,  and  com- 
menced holding  meetings  in  Athenaeum  hall  on 
Main  street,  where  Odd  Fellows  building  now 
stands.  The  first  services  were  held  in  April, 
1858,  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Dayis.  Rev.  William  C. 
Clark  commenced  preaching  for  the  society 
June  "27,  of  the  second  year.  Soon  after  a  lot  of 
land  was  purchased  on  the  east  side  of  White 
street,  and  a  vestry,  capable  of  accommodating 
two  hundred  persons,  was  immediately  erected. 
The  cost  of  the  lot  and  building  was  about 
seventeen  hundred  dollars.  The  buildmg  and 
lot  is  now  occupied  by  George  W.  Hanson,  No. 
6.  White  street.    The  vestry  was  dedicated  Jan- 
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uury  fltli,  1n')9,  at  which  time  a  church  was 
roguhirly  organized.  The  latter  consisted  of  22 
ineinlxirs,  U  males  and  11  females. 

In  April,  18»)0  the  society  jmrclmNcU  the 
ihnrch  editlce  of  the  Winter  Street  Congrcga- 
donal  society,  Rt  it  cost  of  eleven  thousand 
ilollars,  and  Immediately  removed  to  the  place 
which  it  liHH  occupied  until  the  present  time. 

Connection  with  the  church  is  a  flourishing 
Sunday  school,  organized  in  June,  18.')8;  a 
Social  Circle,  organized  September  8th,  IS.'iS;  a 
Ladles  Mission  Society,  formed  in  July  1874 : 
nnd  a  Young  People's  Mission  Band,  formed  in 
Januai^y,  1880.

THE  CENTRE  CHUUCH. 
1833. 

The  Centre  Church  is  really  a  continuation 
of  the  First  Cliurcb.  A  majority  of  the  voters 
of  the  parish  of  the  First.  Church,  on  account  of 
the  uncompromising  orthodoxy  of  Rev.  Dudley 
Phelps,  voted,  November  8,  1832,  to  dissolve 
the  connection  between  them.  Eighty-nine 
church  members  of  a  total  of  ninety-one, 
aggrieved  at  this  action  of  the  parish,  were 
recognized  by  an  ecclesiastical  council,  August 
28, 1833,  under  the  name  of  "The  Centre  Con- 
gregational Church,"  with  Rev.  Joseph 
AVhittlesey  as  pastor. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  church  was  laid  June 
28,  1834,  and  it  was  dedicated  December  17th 
of  the  same  year.  The  cost  of  the  building 
was  about  $8000,  the  land  being  given  by 
Messrs.  David  and  John  Marsh.  In  1859  this 
building  was  remodeled,  a  new  front,  tower 
and  steeple  being  added,  at   an     expense     of 


about  ijil  1,000.  This  cdittce  was  rcdcdlcated, 
January  27,  18<')0,  the  pastor,  Uev.  H.  F.  llos  • 
ford,  preaching  the  sermon.  The  seats  are  now 
owned  by  the  society,  and  the  current  expenses 
are  met  by  direct  taxation  on  the  Hlttiniis.  In 
1878,  the  chnrdi  editlce  was  again  remodeled 
so  as  to  give  Siniday  School  rooms  and  parlors 
In  the  basement,  and  tlio  audience  room  was 
also  improved.  The  total  expense  was  about 
!6!8.')00,  and  there  is  no  debt.  The  reconstructed 
house  was  rededlcated, Tuesday  evenlng,Nov.  10, 
1878,  the  Severn)  clergymen  of  the  city  churches 
being  present  and  taking  part  in  the    exercises.

THE  FRENCH  CATHOLIC  CHUftCH,  1871. 

The  FrencL  Catholic  Church  was  established 
by  the  Oblate  Fathers  of  Lowell  in  1871,  who 
attend  twice  a  month.  In  1872  Rev.  Father 
Michaud  had  charge  of  the  new  French  Con- 
grcgation  of  Lawrence  and  that  of  Haverhill,  to 
be  attJnded  twice  a  month,  when  Rev.  Father 
Casgrain  was  put  In  his  place  by  the  Most 
Reverend  Archbishop  J.  J.  Williams  of  Boston, 
during  the  nionth  of  October  In  the  same  year 
1872.  Tliis  French  church  was  then  known 
under  the  name  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  Church. 
The  services  were  held  in  West  hall,  on  Water 
street,  for  four  years.  In  1875,  Rev.  Father 
Casgrain  began  the  construction  of  the  new 
French  Church, which  is  on  the  corner  of  Grand 
and  Locust  streets.  That  church  has  cost, 
furniture  and  all  Included,  over  f  19,000,  of 
which  $13,000  has  been  paid  to  the  Lowell 
Central  Savings  Bank,  where  the  Archbishop 
of  Boston  had  made  the  loan  to  build  with. 

The  number  of  members  of  that  church  have 
considerably  increased,  and  the  new  church 
woula  be  too  small  now  if  all  the  pew  owners 
attend  the  services.  It  is  supposed  that  about 
100  families  from  Canada  and  other  parts  of  the 
United  States  have  come  to  Haverhill  since  last 
year. 

A  committee  of  15  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion have  the  management  of  the  financial  busi- 
ness of  the  Church,  under  the  care  of  the 
priest,  who,  in  Catfiolic     dioceses,  has  to  give 
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nnoiint  fo  tho    anlililtihoji   evi'iy  yiar.      The

For  several  years  meetings  were  held  in  pri- 
vate houses  hut  tlnally  a  lar^e  room  was  ob- 
tained in  the  WlilttliT  block,  Merrimac  street. 
The  church  was  supplied  wholly  Ijy  itinerant 
preachers  during  this  early  period  among  wlioni 
were  Elders  Smith,  Jones,  I'ottle,  I'almer, 
Rand,  Plummer,  Farnliam,  lliimzey,  Foster 
and  Capron.  The  Interest  in  tlie  church  grad- 
ually declined  until  meetings  were  discontinued 
in  181G.  An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made 
to  reorganise  the  church  in  1821  but  m  1823  the 
cliurch  was  reorganized  and  a  glorious  revival 
followed.  Meetings  were  now  lield  in  the  old 
Haynes  house  which  stood  near  the  corner  of 
Emerson  and  Merrimac  streets.  In  1824  the 
church  erected,  and  dedicated  in  the  month  of 
of  October,  a  brick  chapel  on  the  west  side  of 
Washington  square  which  they  called  the 
"Christian  Union  Chapel." 

In  June,  1825,  Elder  Ebenezer  Robinson  was 
acknowledged  as  pastor  of  the  church.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Elder  Henry  Plummer  who 
continued  the  faithful  and  successful  pastor  of 
the  church  till  1843  when  his  connection  was 
dissolved  at  his  own  request.

Williams  who  remained  three  years.  Elder  V. 
A.  Beck  assumed  pastorate  of  the  church  at  hU 
departure  and  remained  until  April  188U,  a  pe- 
riod ot  two  years  and  six  moiitlis.  iSince  thoi 
the  church  has  been  supplied  principally  In 
Elder  Edwards  of  B<)»ton. 

A  number  of  years  ago  the  chapel  on  Wnsli- 
Ington  square  was  torn  down  and  their  present 
editicc  erect!  d  on  Washington  street. 

The  old  records  of  the  secretary  are  Imper- 
fect and  it  is  impossible  to  give  a  full  list  of 
secretaries  and  treasurers.  'I"hc  two  oltiees 
have  been  held  usually  by  one  person  and  so 
f;ir  as  can  be  ascertained  have  Iwien  John  Plum- 
mer, 0.  H.  llohcrts,  John  Tenney,  J.  C.  Bart- 
lett,  Daniel  Hackett  and  Charles  Hardy,  the 
present  incumbent. 

FIRST  UN1VERSAL18T  SOCIETY.    .. 
18^3. 

The  tirst  religious  service  held  liy  this  society 
was   in  the  First  Parish  Feb.  1811,  in  the   First 
Parish  Church.    There  was  not  a  regular  orga- 
nization   in    town    until  March  17,  1823,  when 
fifteen  persons  met  at  the  tavern  of  Asaph  Ken 
dall  and  organized  themselves  by  choosing  Bar 
nard  Goodridge  moderator,  and  Thomas  Meader 
clork  and  treasurer.       The  name  adopted  was : 
"The  First  Universalist  Society  in  Haverhill  and 
adjacent  towns."      The  first  sermon  before   the 
new  society  was  by  Rev.  Hosea  Ballou    in   the 
old  Masonic  hall  which  stood  on  the  north   side 
of  Water  street.  The  meeting  house  was  erected 
on  Summer  street  in  1823.        It  was  brick  and 
without  a  steeple,  but  in    1835   a   steeple    was 
added.       In    18.")5  the  present  house  was  bui't 
and  dedicated  January  10, 1856.     In    January, 
1836  a  bell  was  presented  to  the  society  by   its 
members.    The  society  was  taken  into    fellow- 
ship by  the  General  Convention   of  Universa- 
lists,  1828.    On  the  27th  of  June,  1833,    thirty- 
seven  members  of  the  society  were  dismissed  to

The  first  Catholic  religious  services  held  in 
town  were  on  the  second  Sabbath  of  September, 
1850.  An  offlciating  priest  from  I^wrence  had 
occasionally  visited  the  city  previous  to  this 
date,  holding  religious  services  on  a  week  day. 
Rev.  John  T.  McDonnell,  a  native  of  Galway, 
Ireland,  who  had  just  arrived  in  this  country 
was  the  tirst  pastor.  The  foundations  for  a 
church  edifice  were  laid  early  in  the  fall  of  1850, 
and  on  July  4,  1852,  the  buildmg  was  appropri- 


ately dedicated.  A  tint'  luiiiie  for  the  prlfki, 
Iniiiieillatrly  udjulnliiir  itic  thiirch,  wh>  alim 
errcteil.  In  IH.MI  the  chiirub  wim  ooiinlduralily 
I'lilai'ged,  and  nikiii  after  that  a  school  for  Cath- 
olic children  was  opened  In  the  iliiirch  vt-ntry. 
There  have  been  bnt  few  changeN  of  Ihu  prieNtx 
In  cliurge  of  the  church,  which  In  at  prcKent 
fiilthflilly  and  well  cared  for  by  Fattier  James 
0'I)'>herty,  piictor,  and  Rev.  Kilward  J.  Mur- 
|ihy,  a.sHlsiani  pastor.

III  17.34  the  west  part  of  the  town,  by  vote  of 
the  I.eglMlature,  was  iimde  the  "West  Parish  of 
ilaverhlll."  The  first  parthb  meeting  was  held 
May  1  of  that  year,  at  the  bouse  of  Tliomiw 
Hayci*,  w  bo  was  chosen  moderator  with  Peter 
Ayer  as  parixb  clerk.  It  was  then  voted  to 
build  a  nil  titig-hoiisc,  which  was  coinpleted 
the  same  year,  the  first  services  being  held  In 
October.  A  ".Mr.  Oooggins"  was  the  llrst 
minister,  preaching  four  Sabbaths,  followed  by 
a  "Mr  Sklner"  for  two  months,  who  was  fol- 
lowed by  Rev.  Samuel  Batcbellor,  who  was 
settled  soon  after  accepting  the  call  fVom  the 
parish,  which  was  July  2i,  17.35.  From  1809  to 
1818  the  various  denominations  then  included 
in  the  parish  divided  the  amount  of  preaching 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  paid  by  them  in 
taxes  to  the  parish  treasurer.  In  1829  the 
Congregationalists,  finding  themselves  in  a 
minority,  withdrew  and  erected  a  new  orick 
church  of  their  own,  one  mile  west  of  the  old 
parish    meeting-house.  The   new    society 

claimed  to  be  the 'Church," and  in  May  4, 
1831  Rev.  Abijah  Cross  was  installed  ai  its 
pastor.  The  "Parish"  remained  as  a  Universa- 
list  society,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  1829  Rev. 
Daniel  D.  Smith  was  settled  over  them  as 
pastor.  In  1852  the  Congregationalists,  by 
paying  $2400,  became  entitled  to  the  rights  of 
the  "Parish,"  and  to  the  possession  of  the 
Webster  fund,  then  consisting  of  several 
thousand  dollars,  given  in  1828  under  such 
conditions  that  it  could  not  be  used  before 
some  such  consolidation  was  effected.

KpiHcopal  worvhlp  wan  held  in  tbla  town  as 
early  a«  17(17,  it  Ih  (tupponed,  for  tVora  thin  year 
to  177i,  Key.  Mr.  RadKer,  M.  A.,  who  waH  a 
resident  of  Haverhill  and  itinerant  ntiHtionary 
of  the  Hoclety  for  the  propaftation  of  the  Oospei 
in  New  Hampshire,  held  services  in  all  the 
towns  and  hamlets  in  this  vicinity,  and  it  is 
quite  likely  lie  oflon  held  exercises  in  Hnver- 
hiil  the  home  of  his  fltnlly .  On  account  of  his 
torylsm,  Mr.  Badger  was  obliged  to  flee  to  the 
Mother  conntry  in  I77r>.  Uev.  RanaCossit,  who 
was  licensed  hy  the  Bishop  of  London  to 
otHciate  In  New  England,  March,  1773,  Is  regis- 
tered at  Fulham  as  an  incunit)ent  ofHaverhill 
Parish."  Form  177A  to  1820  very  few  services 
were  held,  but  during  six  months  ol  1820 
services  were  held  regularly  with  an  average 
attendance  of  al>out  sixty,  embracing  some  of 
the  most  intelligent  and  iniliiuntial  men  in  the 
town.  A  Mr.  Hovey  and  Hon.  J.  H.  Duncan 
frequently  conducted  the  exercises.  Failing  to 
secure  a  resident  minister  services  ceased 
From  1833  to  183f)  occasionally  there  were 
services,  and  then  from  this  time  to  June  t855 
rarely  were  meetings  held. 


In  June  IRM  Mr.  Charles  Wlngate  made  an 
organiied  efflirt  to  establish  an  Rpiscopal 
churrb.  An  interview  with  Mr.  R.  R.  Downes 
of  R  adftird  resulted  in  securing  the  First 
Parish  churcli  in  which  U)  hold  the  tirst  meet- 
ing. This  meeting  was  held  July  22,  INAA.  On 
this  occasion  Rev.  I>r.  Packard  of  Lawrence 
oWciated.  ('onsUlerablo  Interest  iraM  awakened, 
and  Rev.  W.  (JalvIn  Brown,  then  of  the  diocese 
ot  Missouri,  hiiving  accepted  an  Invitation  to 
take  charge  of  tlie  movement,  arrived  berv 
August  11,  iin<l  the  next  day  held  the  llrat  reg- 
ular service  In  the  chapel  of  the  Center  Congre- 
gational s(M-lety.  On  tliu  Hth  of  October  IHM  a 
parish  was  orgiinisea  by  tlie  name  of  Trinity 
Church,  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  as  rector.  On  the 
8th  of  May  IHTifl  the  corner  stone  of  the  church 
ediflce  was  laid,  and  on  the  7th  of  January  18^7 
the  building  was  dedicated.  The  cost  of  the 
huiidlng  was  about  #7000,  In  IW>  the  church 
was  enlarged  l)y  the  addition  of  a  transept.  In 
September  1H<{9,  a  chime  of  new  trails  was  put 
into  the  belfry.
